Fall  Registration 
Totals  1553 

The  total  registration  for  the  fall 
semester  is  1,553  as  compared  to 
a  total  registration  of  1,686  last 
fall.  While  the  registration  total 
indicates  a  drop  of  133  below  that 
of  last  fall,  a  loss  of  approximately 
7.9  per  cent,  it  must  be  remem- 
bered that  only  two  parishes  in 
the  state  had  a  full  complement  of 
seniors  in  their  graduating  classes 
because  of  the  change  over  to  the 
12-grade  system. 

Significant  in  the  loss  in  enroll- 
ment is  the  fact  that  last  fall  there 
was  a  total  of  580  freshmen  com- 
pared to  a  total  of  only  338  fresh- 
men students  this  fall,  a  loss  in 
freshmen  of  242.  Total  registra- 
tion indicates  that  the  number  of 
men  and.  women  students  are  ap- 
proximately even  this  year,  while 
there  have  been  more  men  than 
women  in  the  past  years  since  the 
end  of  World  War  H. 
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1939  DEMON  FOOTBALL  TEAM  HONORED  AT  HOMECOMING 


Early  in  the  third  quarter  Lan- 
caster broke  away  for  69  yards 
and  a  touchdown.  The  extra  point 
was  not  made  and  the  score  was 
tied  at  13-13.  From  that  point 
throughout  the  remainder  of  the 
game  Southeastern's  offensive  play 
could  not  be  stopped,  and  the 
Lions  rolled  up  two  more  touch- 
downs but  failed  to  make  either  of 
the  extra  points.  Practically  6,000 
homecoming  fans  and  students, 
keenly  disappointed,  quite  nat- 
urally, read  the  final  score  on  the 
scoreboard:  Demons  13,  Visitors 
25.

into  one  big  homecoming  to  be 
staged  at  the  lime  of  the  fail  home- 
coming football  game. 

Reasons  advanced  for  the 
change  included  the  facts  that 
there  is  a  bigger  attraction  on  the 
campus  during  the  football  season 
and.  therefore,  will  draw  a  larger 
crowd  and  permit  a  better  planned 
program  of  events  for  the  day; 
that  there  is  no  attraction  in  the 
spring,  other  than  a  luncheon,  to 
bring  the  crowds  back  to  the 
campus;  that  a  more  representa- 
tive group  would  be  present  for  the 
conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
association;  and  that  since  so 
many  of  the  alumni  are  teachers,  it 
is  practically  impossible  for  many 
of  them  to  attend  homecoming  in 
May  because  of  the  numerous 
activities  just  prior  to  the  closing 
of  schools. 

Reasons  advanced  against  the 
change  include  the  facts  that  the 
spring  homecoming  is  a  tradition 
existing  since  the  organization  of 
the  alumni  association;  that  many 
will  return  for  the  graduation 
exercises  anyway;  that  many 
alumni  are  not  interested  in  foot- 
ball; and  that  homecoming  should 
not  be  tied  to  a  football  game  in 
order  to  arouse  alumni  interest. 

This  proposal  to  hold  the  annual 
homecoming  in  the  fall  would 
mean  that  the  Constitution  would 
have  to  be  amended  to  change  the 
time  of  the  meeting  and  that  all 
business  of  the  association,  the 
election  of  officers,  etc.,  would 
take  place  at  the  fall   meeting. 

The  Board  of  Directors  took  no 
action  on  the  proposal  but  would 
like  to  get  the  reactions  of  the 
alumni  on  the  proposal.  WHAT
